Chinese Increasing 
Pressure on J aps 


CHUNGKING, China, Aug. 9.—(4)—Supported by the Sky Dragons 
of U. S. Brigadier General Claire Chennault, Chinese troops were 
reported tonight increasing their pressure against the important Japa- 
nese stronghold of Linchwan, in Kiangsi province, while striking at 
Japanese forces in widespread areas of China. 


Front-line dispatches 
elaborate on reports that the 
United States airmen under Gen- 
eral Chennault had _ attacked 
Linchwan but they have repeat- 
edly raided the city. 

Chinese troops from Huwan, 12 
miles southeast of Linchwan, have 
joined the attack. Huwan, the 
Chinese said, was burned and 


evacuated by the Japanese a few 
days ago. 

Fighting also was reported in 
the vicinity of Likiatu, 20 miles 
northwest of Linchwan, where the 
Chinese and Japanese faced each 
other across the Fu river. 


Thirty boatloads of Japanese 
dead and wounded were said to 
have gone to Nanchang from the 
battle zone in the past few days. 


The high command announced 
that the Chinese had repulsed at- 
tempts by the Japanese forces to 
raid hilly regions outside Wen- 
chow, Japanese occupied Che- 
kiang port, and reported severe 
fighting in the vicinity of Kwang- 
feng, in east Kiangsi. 

In Honan province, the high 
command said, the Chinese sur- 
prised an enemy unit escorting 
military supplies in the vicinity 
of Yusho last Thursday and in- 
flicted substantial losses on it.

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Bloodshed, Rioting Break Out 
In India as British Seize Gandhi 


BOMBAY, Aug. 
handas K. Gandhi’s new do-or-die 
campaign to cast off the British 
rule in India exploded into blood- 
shed and riotous violence today. 

Frenzied mobs, rising at their 
leader’s call, looted shops, battled 
police, stopped trams and burned 
buses and police posts in heedless 
violation of Gandhi’s own cautious 
counsel to stick strictly to passive 
civil disobedience. 


The British government of In- 
dia, alert to the challenge to pub- 
lic order in this vital pillar of an 
embattled empire, promptly ar- 
rested the 72-year-old Gandhi and 
his principal collaborators in the 
Nationalist - All-India Congress 
party and met the outbreaks with 
tear gas and direct gunfire. 

The All-India Congress party 
and its committees were officially, 
designated as unlawful organiza- 
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dangerous to the publicyhim to confinement in the Aga 
Khan’s palatial “bungalow” at 
Poona, 65 miles away. 

His wife, at first spared arrest, 
was detained when she insisted on 
addressing the meeting.

Found in U.S. 


MITCHEL FIELD, N. Y., Aug. 
9.—(#)—The existence of ingen- 
iously constructed markers which 
pointed the way for enemy air at- 
tack on vital eastern air fields and 
airplane factories was disclosed to- 
day by the First Ground Air Sup- 
port Command. ‘ 

All of these subversive guides 
have been eradicated and the dan- 
ger to the war bases averted, said 
Colonel Dache M. Reeves, com- 
manding the air support group 
which is a tactical unit of the first 
air force. 

The fate of those who built 
these potential devices of destruc- 
tion was not specifically detailed 
except that the announcement 
Said that in each case investiga- 
tion was due by First Air Force 
intelligence officers and the Fed- 
eral Bureau of Investigation and 
the “proper action taken.”

Japanese Claims 
The Japanese claims of the sinking or 
damaging of many British-American vessels 


in the Solomon Island battle must be taken 


with a great deal of reservation. With the vio- 
lent battle still in progress, the final score is 
not yet in. It is an old Axis trick to make 
sweeping victory assertions and thus prepare 
their own people for the bad news of their own 
losses. The Japs have done this in the past, 
and so it is reasonable to assume that they 
may be using the same tactics now. However, 
this in no way minimizes the danger to our 
side, for we have acknowledged meeting stiff 
enemy resistance. 

While the Japs are making their boasts 
over the Tokyo radio, General MacArthur’s 
headquarters reports that powerful United 
States Pacific fleet and warships of the south- 
west flotilla are continuing to strike savage 
blows against the Jap bases in the Solomons. 
It is apparently a give-and-take proposition. 
At the same time the news dispatches state 
that thousands of miles to the north a task 
force of the Pacific fleet had bombarded Jap 
ships and installations at Kiska, one of the 
bleak, fog-shrouded Aleutian islands. 

In connection with the Kiska action, it 
musy be borne in mind that a Washington 
communique indicated this operation probably 
has been completed, but the results likely will 
not be known until the task force reaches 
its base. 

Yet both these actions are offensive actions. 
As such, they will be welcomed by Americans 
who will be gratified to know that something 
is being done in a determined manner to 
hit our enemies with genuine might. Let us, 
therefore, not rush to conclusions of a pessi- 
mistic nature. Uncle Sam and his hard-fight- 
ing allies are shooting. They have a glorious 
history of shooting straight—and shooting to 
kill. Let us have steady nerves and await 
the outcome.

For generations we have sent missionaries to preach the gospel 
in China. Those who lived the life they preached had some succees. 

Now we are being tested. If we save China, we may save it for 
Christianity. Everything American will be popular, and every 
American will seem a friend. But if we let China go down, it will 
be a waste of effort to send more missionaries. All Americans will 
be regarded with suspicion and contempt and bitter resentment. 
The Chinese are not easy to fool. 

If we profess to love them after they are conquered, they may 
answer: “Greater love hath no man than this, that he lay down his 
life for a friend.” 

What will be true of China will be no less true of American 
doubters if the church remains aloof while millions of tormented 
souls vainly search for guidance and comfort. ss 

The pulpit blessed and supported the last war, when Christian 
civilization was threatened only by war itself—not by its outcome. 

Now, when defeat means the destruction of Christian civilizae 
tion, the pulpit as a whole is a benevolent neutral and bystander. 
True, Catholic priests and Protestant pastors in Germany have stood 
by their God at the risk of imprisonment and death. But in other 
lands the church stands aloof, as if to say: “A curse on both your 
houses.” It seems without conviction and fearful of being tactless 
or getting its hands dirty. 

Who will guide the millions of soldiers and war workers if not 
the church? They are compelled to make war; and if the church 
will not support them, it seems to imply that they are doing wrong. 

What is the stand of the church? 

The preacher says: “Forgive your enemies.” But the admonition 
to forgive clearly presupposes repentance. “And if he trespass 
against thee seven times in a day, and seven times in a day turn 
again to thee, saying, I repent; thou shalt forgive him.” Is man 
supposed to be more generous than God, Who requires repentance? 
Are we supposed to forgive the Germans and Japs while they Still 
slash at our throats? 

We are doing right or wrong. We are doing God's work or we 
are doing hell’s work. 

If we are doing wrong, let us make any peace quickly for our 
souls’ sake. But-if we are doing right—if we are in truth serving 
God by saving Christian civilization from heathen brutes who mock 
and despise everything taught by the Man on the Cross—the truth 
should be shouted from the pulpit to inspire and comfort those 
who battle for the Lord. 

Only the church has the authority and the power to guide us 
now, when we need guidance as never before. If it has not the 
courage either to bless us in doing God’s work or to rebuke us for 
doing evil, it will lose the faith and respect of a generation.

Henry Morgenthau Jr., secretary of 
the treasury, today announced the 
August war bond quotas for the 
3,070 counties in the nation total- 
ing $815,000,000. 

The August quota for the state 
of Georgia is $8,500,000. 

In arriving at the county quo 
tas for August the Treasury De- 
partment took into consideration 
affecting incomes 
which in turn caused significant 
variations in sales during the 12- 
month period. 

Hereafter actual bond sales in 
the various states will be compar- 
ed with quotas on a cumulative 
basis. The amount by which sales 
fall short of or exceed quotas in 
any month will be added to or 
subtracted from quotas for future 
months.

Besides the cooked vegetables, 
there are delicious raw greens. 
Some of these you look upon as 
decorations, to be pushed aside.

How many different fruits do 
you like?

And, more important, you 
should eat two a day. One of 
these should be a citrus fruit, 
such as orange juice or grapefruit, 
or tomato juice.

We lunched and chatted and landed immediately on arrival and 
the usual ceremony took place at George Washington’s tomb. From 
there most of the party drove to the mansion, though some of us 
walked up the hill. 

There was time only for a brief glance at the rooms and then 
we drove to the National cemetery in near-by Arlington, Va., to 
lay a wreath on the tomb of the Unknown Soldier. The ceremony 
seemed to me even more poignant than usual. The bugler sounded 
taps and as the notes floated over the valley below, everyone 
thought of the new “Unknown Soldiers’”’ all over the world today. 

Back at the White House we had a cup of tea and then the 
President went to his office and the Queen left to prepare for the 
dinner and reception by her at the Dutch embassy last night. 

This morning Queen Wilhelmina attended the President’s press 
conference. Then, on our way to the cabinet room, I showed her 
Miss Ully’s office, which is always filled with things awaiting the 
President’s attention. She was interested to know that the Presi- 
dent always presides at cabinet meetings. I pointed out the fact 
that we marked each member’s chair with his or her name, so that 
there could be no question of ownership. 

Now Queen Wilhelmina has gone to visit the American Red 
Cross headquarters and her own embassy, after which there will 
be a | small informal dunch here.
